An unknown quantity of other material, including motor tires, iron and 
steel machinery, and spare parts for motor vehicles. 


2. This material was delivered to Nanning from Hankow by special train, 
where it was received by the Joint Sino-Soviet-Democratic Republic of 
Vietnam (DRV) Supply and Service Command, and sent in a number of ship nents 
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to Vietnam via Chinghst (106-25, 23-09), Lunechou (106-56, 22-22), and 
Feinehstang (106—44, 22606). 


From 1 to 30 Noveriber 1951, the Joint Sino-Soviet—DRY Surrly and Serv- 
ice Command delivered about Ju00 tons of material to DRV personnel at 
Ffinghsiang and Chinghat. 


All material delivered at Plinghsians arrived by train at the end of 
November, end incluited the followin:
